MOBILIZATION OF SAILORS.

Five Thousand May Be Concentrat-
ed Here.

Secretary Long has under consid-
| eration a proposition to mobilize at
’Wanhingtum or Norfolk the naval mil-
| llla organizations not already drafted
By such action
departmental experts say it wil be
possible to collect at least 5000 men
from whom can be selected a body of
picked sailors for duty either on the
mosquito fleet or with the coast wsignal
service.

By mobilizing the naval militia or-
ganizations naval experts point out
| that the department will have at its
disposal a force which can be quickly
distributed along the coast at any
place selected. The matter has been
brought beforg the department in an-
ticipation of the passage by Congress
of the naval reserve bill now pending.
This bill places great respbmmibility
in the hands of Rear Admiral Erben,
retired, who has charge of the mos-
quito fleet. Not only will the depart-
ment impress Into service naval mil-
itlamen, but under the proposed law
it will be able to enlist men into the
asuxillary navy for coast defense pur-
poses purely.

Needin of the Navy.

President McKinley will be requested
by Secretary Long within a few days to
make Immediately avalluble some of the
Items of the naval appropriation bill

Having received the approval of the
Presldent the bill is now a law, and [t
contains a elause authorizing the Chlef
Executive to make any or all of lts pro-
visions immediately operative. The
thority given by this clause will be in-
voked by several bureau chiefs who are
desirous of securing money to continue
their work of preparing the men-of-war
to engage in battle.

Perhaps the most Important appropria-
tion whose employment will be sought is
that of £50.000 for the purchase or manu-
facture of guns for auxilinry crulsers
Capt. Charles O°'Nell, Chief of the Burean
of Ordnance, estimated that at least §500,-
) should be appropristed, but this sum
was cut down by the House Naval Com-
mittee. As soon as the money has been
placed at his disposal Capt. O'Nedl will
enter Into contracts for guns for sec-
ondary batteries and for castings for guns
up to six inches in caliber.

Capt. O'Neil will also urge the Presi-
dent to permit him to contract for caps
for armor-plercing shells to the extent of
$50.00. Twenty-five thousand dollars are
appropriated for the conversion of éinch
breech-loading guns Into rapid firers, and
Capt. O'Nell will ask for this sum.

Captain O'Nell, In  conjunction with
Chief Naval Constructor Hichborn and
Engineer-in-Chlef Melville, will request
that several hundred thousand dollars
appropriated for the completion of the
Chicago and Atlanta and the purchase
and Installation of thelr batterfes shall be
placed at thelr disposal without delay,
in order that these crulsers may be fin-
ished and placed In service as soon as
possible.

The law contuins an appropriation of
$1,000,000 for smokeless powder. Captain
O'Neil placed contracts with money given
him from the national defense fund for
as much of this explosive can be turned
out, and he belleves It will be useless to
attempt to place any further contracts
at present.

There Is some talk of buying smokeless
powder abroand. Notwithstanding the
neutrality of Eurepe, there are firms
which have announced to the department
thelr willingness Lo sell goods and Lring
them to the United Blates, payment to
be made upon dellvery. Great Britain
manufaetures a smokeless powder, known
as cordite, and on account of its dun-
gerous character it Is doubtful if it will
be purchased. ‘.

THE DUTY OF PRENCHMEN.
Adviee From the Conrrier des Etnte-

Umis.

The Courrier des Etats-Unis, the of-
ficial organ of the French population
in, the United States, published yes-
terday the full text of .the declaration
of neutrality recently issued by the
French republic. Commenting editor-
inlly on this declaration the Courrier,
in part, says:

“This declaration of neutrality only
applies to those Frenchmen who have
retained thelr French nationality and
who, although residing temporarily In
the United Statesphave remained clt-
izens of the French republic. On the
other hand, the declaration does not
apply to those who, having taken out
American naturalization papers, have
jost their claim to French protection.
In becoming American citizens the Iat-
ter have renounced the right to remain
peutral in the war between the United
States and Spain. Thelr duty Is to
make common cause with their adopt-
ed country, with the  United States
agalnst Spaln. They have Uecome
Americans by acts of théir own wills,
and the same as thay emjoy the bene-
fits of their new nationallty, they must
accept all its duties and responsibili-

ties.
"As to non-naturalise® Frenchmen,
who are very numerods among our

readers, we urge tHem nol to forget,
while observing thé néutrality pro-
clalmed by the French government,
that they are enjoying the hospitality
of the United States. Whalever may
be their opinions on the cause of the

actual conficT, ll’lf{ should abemain
from all maniféstatl likely to
wound American susceptibilities.

When the patriotie’ sentiments of a
people are aroused by was It il be-
comes forelgn residents to go against
these sentiments. Silence is their frst
duty. Moreover, can Frenchmen for-
get that the United States are the
tradition alallies of France, and that
the name of Lafayette is as popular
here as that of Washington?"”
